Largest movement of produce in the spring season was re- 
corded during the past seven days as 1,175 carlot equivalents 
rolled from Glades shippers. Celery shipments backed by in- 
creased demands for cabbage and radishes helped push the 


totals to the spring high point. 
Rail movements alone set 


a weekly record for the year 


as 531 cars left the Glades. The shipments are considered heavier 
than last year although smaller in number because of the in- 
creased number of packages per carlot authorized since Jan.

Developer Raps 
City's Procedure 
For Street Paving 


Belle Glade Commissioners 
Wednesday heard O. G, Mce- 
Whorter of East Lake Park De- 
velopers, Inc, criticize the city's 
delay in paving streets in that 
subdivision and call for action 
designed to provide drainage 
and street paving. 

City Manager C. B. Talmadge 
told McWhorter that the work 
would have been done if the 
drainage problem had been sol- 
ved, Councilmen agreed to ac- 
cept MceWhorter's proposal to 
provide profiles for proper 
drainage if the city would con- 
struct culverts and relocate wa- 
ter lines wher necessary in a 
specific area, 

The council also heard Ray 
Wilkinson plead for some type 
of assistance from the city for 
Glades Little League, Inc. Wil- 
kinson, second vice president of 
the organization, was told that 
the city would study the matter 
and sed how they could help 
provide bleachers. 

The possibility of a municipal 
ball park was also suggested; 
however, only conversation took 
place. 

In other action the council: 

Adopted a recommendation 
from the Civil Service Board to 
accept the new classification and 
pay plan for the city. 

Learned from a repórt from 
Mayor Paul Davidson that South 
Florida Conservancy District 
might participate in the cost 
of laying culvert and fill in the 
S. W. 8th St. ditch. City and 
district officials will work on 
additional plans. 

Authorised the city manager 
to invite J. Elbert Baril, As- 
sociate Planner with the Flor- 
ida Development Commission to 
discuss the of the proposed 
planning program which was 
discussed at a special meeting 
in March. The two-year pro- 
gram has been tagged with a 
$6,000 to $10,000 price tag. A 
private consultant also wrote 
the council to protest the state's 
intervention in what they term- 
ed private enterprise.

He 
was honored by the Popcorn 
Growers Association for "mak- 
ing popcorn what it is today."

Others 
wanted, but apparently hadn't 
asked, He’s placed an order for 
more, we understand. It's safe 
to wager that he'll keep a sup- 
ply on hand at all times be- 
cause the consumer created a 
demand. : 

Logical Point 

Consider this: If everybody, 
for instance, in Belle Glade 
would make it a practice to 


spend his money somewhere . 


else—away from town, many, 
if not all; the businesses would- 
vanish. The doors. and win- 
dows would be boarded up and 
the walls left to spider webs. 


Now reverse the supposition; 
If everyone concentrated his 
spending power at Belle Glade 
— the Glades for that matter— 
the economic picture would be 


"the opposite, 


Demand created the store, 
continued demand created a 
wider range of service to the 
consumer, and the patronage 
added to the business meant the 
proprietor could expand and of- 
fer still a greater range of pro- 
ducts or services, 

Generally, a merchant cannot 
afford to stock large quantities 
of an item that "moves" slow- 
ly in his store, but sells on the 
order of the proverbial “hot- 
cake" on the coast. 

If buying of that “hot cake" 
were confined to your hometown. 
merchants, he could merchan- 
dise it, as it were, cut his in- 
dividual profit and pass the sav- 
ings on to you by relying on 
volume sales to make his costs 
and profits. 

Demand your service, and de- 
mand it at home, and you'll be 
able to obtain it as comparable 
prices in your own community 
—not elsewhere.

Government farms make up 
only 12% of all farm opera- 
tions; four or five percent of the 
farms are co-operatives while 
the large bulk of the farms are 
privately owned. 

Mechanized farming isn't 
widely known because many 
farms are too small to be able 
to afford the machinery, While 
co-op farms average 50 to 400 
acres each, most farms are 
12-15 acres in size.

Some Employment Patterns Changed 
FSES Report Shows For PB County 


February employment pat- 
terns deviated from the normal 
picture, according to a Florida 
Employment Service publication 
just released. 

Nonfarm employment slipped 
100 from January to February 
with a total of 57,200 on the 
ayrolls in Palm Beach County, 
according to "Labor Market 
Trend" Publication issued 
jointly by Robert M. Douglas, 
West Palm Beach, and J. W. 
Mosley, Jr., Belle Glade, man- 
ers of the county's two em- 
oyment service offices. 

The decline between January 
and February was a deviation 
from the normal employment 
pattern of recent years when 
employment could be expected 
to expand during this period. 
The small over-the-month gains 
which all but two static indus- 
tries registered were over- 


pk 


shadowed.by a large cutback in 
construction employment. 
Unemployment spread from 
3,900 in January to 4,300 in 
February. Over half of the lo- 
cal job seekers in February were 
former construction workers. Of 
the total civilian labor force, 4.6 


percent was out of work in Feb- ' 


ruary. In January 4.6 percent 
was out of work. À year ago the 
ratio was 3.9 percent. 

The January national figure 
was still higher than the Palm 
Beach County figure when it 
registered 5.2 percent. 

Trades 

From January to February 
trade inched upward to 17,100 
adding 100 workers. Retail 
trade registered a net gain of 
200 while wholesale trade trim- 
med 100 from the payrolls. In

Good Friday

Strange, isn’t it, that the dark- 
est, most dreadful day in the 
history of our world is known 
to us as “Good Friday.” It is 
part of the mystery of God that 
the day upon which His Son, 
having become Man, was led to 
a violent and incredible death 
should be known as “Good Fri- 
day.” 

On this Good Friday, as on 
previous Good Fridays, Christ- 
ians all over the world will give 
their attention and devotion to 
the crucifixion. On this one day 
above all other days of the 
year, the crosses and crucifixes 
which hang in our churches and 
in our homes become  trans- 
formed into rough unfinished 
wood, stark and ugly in shape, 
to which is fastened a living 
Man; and we see the heads of 
the great nails which pin Him 
there as they stick out from the 
torn and mangled hands and 
feet. No beauty here! Someone 
has well said that the real agony 
of the Cross was not the phy- 
sical but the spiritual. He who 
endured the bodily torments of 
the Cross suffered much more 
in things unseen. He was ex- 
communicated by His own 
people; He was betrayed by onè 
dear friend, and denied by an- 
other; He was left forsaken and 
alone at the hour of His trial by 
His closest friends; and He in- 
nocently suffered the supreme 
punishment of the State, a state 
whose reputation then and now 
was one of justice under law. 
The deepest anguish of Jesus 
was not physical pain. 


The wickedness of sinful men 
seemed hopeless at this point. 
Yet on this deadful day our 
Lord won the victory, despite all 
outward appearances toKhe con- 
trary; for Easter Day, the Sun- 
day of the Resurrection, fol- 
lows closely upon the heels of 
Good Friday, Death is, literal- 
ly, swallowed up in victory. Je- 
sus Christ made the Cross, and 
instrument of shame, the sign 
of redeeming love; the symbol 
of cruelty became the sign of 
mercy; the symbol of fear’ be- 
came one of courage; the means 
of defeat became that of vic- 
tory; divine love's worst de- 
feat became that love's greatest 
victory. It is for this reason that 
this Black Friday is called 
"Good Friday."
